the complainant Patty L, Pugh, requesting that the hearing

scheduled in this matter be held in Pikeville, Xentucky instead of

the Commission'a facilitiee in Frankfort, The Commission will

txeat the lettex as a motion,

After consideration of the Complainant's request and being

ctherwiae sufficiently advised, the Commission finds the motion

should be denied. Although the Complainant requests the hearing be

moved to Pikeville to make it more convenient for both Complainants

to attend, granting the motion would be a great inconvenience to
the Commission, Molding a proceeding in Pikeville would require

the Commission to transport its staff and court reporter, arrange

for a place to hold the hoax'ing, and incur'ther expense, lt would

also set a precedent for other complainanta which the Commission

could not possibly follow fox'll cases before it.



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the motion is denied and the

hearing soheduled in this matter for January S, 1996 will oonvene

10i00 a,m., Eaatex'n Standard Time, in the Commission's offiaes
at 730 Sahenkel Lane, Prankfoxt, Rentuoky.
